After  May  10th  about  6  inches  below  the 
surface.  The  single  tuber  should  be  planted 
flat  with  eye  up.  If  large  flowers  are  desired 
mulch  with  manure,  as  soon  as  the  flower 
buds  appear,  and  if  large  exhibition  flowers 
are  your  objective,  allow  one  bud  to  the 
branch.  Dahlias  require  plenty  of  moisture, 
but  will  not  grow  in  a  water-logged  soil.
